The  basic  argument  in  Congress  for 
lowering  the  age  was  that  18-year-olds  are 
drafted  to  serve  in  the  armed  forces,  are 
old  enough  to  work  and  pay  taxes,  to 
marry,  and  should  be  given  a say  in  the 
nation’s  electoral  processes. 

Griswold  relied  on  the  enforcement 


clause  of  the  14th  amendment  that 
Congress  may  enforce  equal  protection  of 
the  laws  “by  appropriate  legislation.” 
Griswold  had  to  agree  with  Justice  Hugo  L.

A French  sidewalk  cafe  will  be  set  up  in 
the  Reception  Center  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  from  1 1 a.m.  to  3 p.m.,  complete 
with  French  food,  French  entertainment, 
and,  of  course,  Camembert  cheese. 

As  an  activity  of  International  Day 
during  Homecoming,  the  cafe  will  be 
sponsored  by  members  of  the  French  Club. 
It  is  designed  to  bring  back  nostalgic 
memories  to  anyone  who  has  strolled  the 
avenues  of  Paris,  or  has  ever  longed  to  do 
so. 

At  a nominal  price,  the  French 
gastronomical  specialities  to  be  served  are 
the  following:  Quiche  Lorraine,  salade 
verte  avec  une  sauce  vinaigrette,  le  pain 
francais,  le  fromage  Camembert,  and  lejus 
de  raisain. 

The  cheese  will  be  brought  directly  here 
from  a French  cheese  factory  in  Marin 
County,  California. 

Bonnie  Shand,  who  has  studied  cooking 
at  the  Ecole~  Cordon  Bleu  in  Paris,  will 
direct  the  chefs  of  the  BYU  Food  Services 
to  make  sure  the  food  is  prepared  in  the 
true  French  tradition. 

Entertainment  will  be  provided  by 
members  of  the  French  Club.  In  addition 
to  the  singing  of  French  folk  songs,  a 
cabaret  atmosphere  will  be  provided  by 
classical  guitar  music,  violin  playing,  and 
accordion  playing.

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Billboard  bafflement 


The  1965  Highway 
Beautification  Act  made  many 
road-side  billboards  illegal.  Five 
years  later  most  of  those  illegal 
billboards  are  still  there.  In  fact, 
the  Department  of  Transportation 
says  that  of  some  800,000 
billboards,  334  have  come  down 
since  1965.  DOT  staffers  calculate 
that  at  that  rate  they’ll  be  in  the 
billboard  removal  business  for 

1 1 .000  years. 

A major  impediment  to 
billboard  removal  is  lack  of 
money.  The  law  provides  that  the 
states  shall  determine  the  value  of 
each  sign-one  at  a time— and 
compensate  the  owners  as  the 
signs  come  down.  With  some 

800.000  signs  in  the  illegal 
category  the  highways  will  have 
crumbled  to  dust  before  the  last 
“Joe’s  Diner”  sign  disappears. 

But  there  are  some  straws  in  the 
wind  in  Washington  that  things 


may  be  about  to  change. 
Secretary  of  Transportation  John 
Volpe  has  thrown  his  weight 
behind  the  plan  of  a Utah 
billboard  owner  that  would  get 
the  signs  down  quickly  with  their 
owners  fairly  compensated. 
Maneuvering  is  currently 
underway  in  congressional 
committees  to  get  the  necessary 
support  for  legislation  that  would 
help  clear  many  highways  of 
eyesores  once  and  for  all. 

Douglas  T.  Snarr,  the  Utah 
billboard  owner,  and  Volpe  are 
proposing  to  use  money  from  the 
highway  trust  fund  to  buy  out  the 
companies  who  own  billboards. 
The  individual  companies  then 
would  be  responsible  for  tearing 
down  their  signs. 

There  are  two  stumbling  blocks. 
One  is  breaking  into  the 
long-sacred  highway  trust  fund  for 
anything  other  than  concrete.  The 


second  is  that  the  biggest 
billboard  owner  is  Minnesota 
Mining  and  Manufacturing  Co.’s 
subsidiary  National  Advertising 
Co.,  and  3M  is  against  the  plan. 
Three  M,  by  the  way,  is  headed  by 
Bert  Cross  whom  President  Nixon 
appointed  last  spring  to  head  his 
National  Industrial  Pollution 
Control  Council.  Three  M is 
taking  the  position  that  billboards 
are  good  for  the  country  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  Nixon 
Administration  is  backing  the 
Volpe  plan. 

During  the  next  few  weeks 
legislation  that  could  resolve  the 
problem  will  be  written  in  the 
House  and  Senate.  Citizens  with  a 
yen  for  wide  open  vistas 
uncluttered  by  billboard  eye 
pollution  should  watch  closely  for 
results. 

In  particular  they  might  keep  an 
eye  on  the  voting  habits  of  the 
members  of  the  House  and  Senate 
Public  Works  Subcommittees  on 
Roads. 

For  although  both  the  House 
and  Senate  must  approve  the 
legislation,  its  emergence  from 
committee  is  critical.  With  both 
Administration  backing  and  the 
tacit  support  of  Congressional 
Democrats,  chances  of  passage  in 
the  full  houses  are  good. 
Therefore  it  is  up  to  the 
committees  to  report  out  the 
legislation  for  full  House  and 
Senate  vote.

Future  plans 


Editor’s  note:  This  following 
statement  by  Dave  Ifshin  of  the 
National  Student  Association  is 
presented  not  as  the  policy  of  the 
Daily  Universe  or  of  this 
University,  but  in  an  attempt  to 
help  our  readers  be  aware  of  the 
rationale  behind  plans  for  future 
student  movements. 


Students  learned  from  last 
year’s  experiences  in  the 
anti-Vietnam  War  and  student 
movement  that  our  past  strategies 
and  approaches  were  totally 
inadequate  to  bring  about 
substantial  changes  in  this 
country.  Most  action  has  bee  i 
premised  around  the  belief  that  if 
we  could  simply  mobilize  large 
numbers  of  people  to  express 
their  opposition  to  the  war,  then 
the  administration  in  power 
would  find  it  politically  expedient 
to  end  it. 

This  strategy  failed  simply 
because  what  must  be  dealt  with 
are  the  causes  of  the  war  rather 
than  the  war  itself.  It  is  also  a 
dead-end  strategy. 

We  didn’t  respond  to  the  bad 
experiences  of  the  continually 
co-opted  moratoriums  with  a new 
approach,  and  therefore  really  had 
no  option  but  to  fall  into  the 
same  trap  last  spring  with  our 
response  to  the  Cambodian 
invasion.  On  campus  after 
campus,  with  few  exceptions  we 
sought  dramatic  ways  to  express 
our  personal  outrage.  Our 
insularity  left  us  no  base  for  really 
effective  opposition.  Our 
ineffectiveness  and  isolation 
served  only  to  create  more 
frustration,  leaving  the  situation 
even  more  volatile  and  ripe  for 
sporadic  incidents  of  violence  this 
fah. 

In  the  vacuum  since  last  spring, 
we  have  heard  a great  deal  of  talk 
about  the  massive  effort  we  are 
going  to  make  this  fall  within  the 
electoral  system.  So  many  groups 
sprung  up  over  the  summer  to 
co-ordinate  this  effort  that  the 
national  office  of  the  National 
Student  Association  had  to  give 
up  its  efforts  to  keep  track  of 
them  as  part  of  our  information 
service  to  our  600  member 
schools. 

Those  who  are  encouraging  this 
approach  seem  to  overlook  the 
obvious  fact  that  the  building  of  a 
popular  base  must  come  first.  This 
lack  of  an  off-campus  base  is 
certainly  no  accident,  but  a direct 
consequence  of  our  past  actions. 
What  we  have  not  done  ourselves, 
the  President  and  Vice-President 
have  done  for  us. 

If  students  are  to  be  effective

Besides  his  1961-69 
term  as  Director  of  BBC,  he  has 
been  a reporter  and  theater  critic 
for  the  Manchester  Guardian  and 
chief  correspondent  for  The  Star. 
He  has  also  served  as  controller 
and  moderator  for  various  BBC 
radio  and  television  programs.

COLUMBUS,  OHIO 
( UPI ) — President  Nixon  made  an 
unscheduled  visit  to  the  Ohio 
State  University  campus  Monday 
and  said  the  time  he  spent  there 
‘‘renewed  my  faith  in  young 
America.” 

“They  don’t  accept  a lot  of 
things-going  on,  and  that  is  good,” 
Nixon  said  of  the  students. 

He  said  while  some  students  did 
not  support  his  policies  “they 
were  friendly.” 

“They  wanted  to  talk  and  were 
willing  to  listen,”  the  President 
said. 

Nixon  decided  to  visit  the 
campus  after  he  departed  a noon 
rally  in  downtown  Columbus.  He 
said  he  had  a long-standing 
invitation  from  Ohio  State 
President  Novice  Fawcett  to  visit 
the  school,  scene  of  bitter  student 
demonstrations  last  spring  against 
his  expansion  of  the  war  into 
Indochina.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - 
Republican  Mayor  John  V. 
Lindsay  endorsed  Democratic 
candidate  Arthur  Goldberg  for 
governor  Monday,  provoking  Gov. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  to  charge 
them  with  a “political  marriage  of 
convenience.” 

“Lindsay  was  acting  out  of 
expediency  to  fulfill  the  political 
ambitions  of  both  men,” 
commented  the  Republican 
governor  who  had  urged  Lindsay 
to  remain  neutral  in  the 
gubernatorial  race.  “There  is  no 
basic  evidence  of  either 
commitment  to  principle  of 
conviction  in  this  political 
marriage  of  convenience.” 

Lindsay,  while  declaring  that  he 
would  remain  in  the  Republican 
Party,  told  a press  conference  that 
the  Goldberg  ticket  had  made 
“the  strongest  endorsement  for 
urban  revival”  and  the 
administration  in  power  in  Albany 
was  “adverse  to  change.” 

The  move  revived  rumors  that 
the  4 8 -year-old  Lindsay  would 
switch  his  allegiance  to  the 
Democrats  in  the  hope  of  getting 
the  party’s  1972  presidential 
nomination. 


fatal  shooting  of  four  Kent 
students  last  spring. 

Student  Body  President  Craig 
Morgan,  21,  Upper  Arlington, 
Ohio,  was  arrested  on  a charge  of 
second -degree  riot  by  sheriff’s 
deputies  as  he  sat  in  the  campus 
student  activities  center. 

A Kent  State  spokesman 
expressed  shock  that  Morgan,  a 
Political  Science  senior,  was 
among  those  indicted.  He  said 
“this  is  the  first  incidcation  we 
have  ever  had  that  Craig  was 
involved  at  all  in  the  disorders, 
and  truthfully,  we  are  a little 
shocked.” 

Jerry  H.  Rupe,  22,  Ravenna,  a 
former  student  being  held  in 
Portage  County  Jail,  was  charged 
in  the  indictment  with  arson, 
assault  and  striking  a fireman, 
interference  with  firemen  at  the 
scene  of  a fire,  and  first-degree 
riot. 

Rupe  was  transferrred  from  the 
Stark  County  Jail  where  he  was 
serving  a three-month  sentence  on 
a conviction  of  possession  of 
narcotics. 

The  charges  against  Rupe 
apparently  stemmed  from  the 
burning  of  a Kent  ROTC  Building 
last  May  2,  two  days  before  four 
students  were  killed  and  nine 
wounded  by  Ohio  National 
Guardsmen. 

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Logh,  42, 
surrendered  at  the  Portage  County 
Courthouse  in  nearby  Ravenna, 
accompanied  by  an  attorney. 

He  pleaded  innocent  to  a charge 
of  inciting  to  riot  and  was  released 
on  $5,000  bond.  Conviction  on 
the  charge  carries  a maximum 
penalty  of  $ 1 ,000  fine  and  one  to 
three  years  in  jail. 


Environment  problem 
‘exaggerated’  says  Dr. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Growing  numbers  of  scientists  are 
trying  to  shush  their  colleagues 
who  have  been  forecasting  doom 
for  man  because  of  what  he  is 
doing  to  his  environment. 

Now  that  the  evils  of 
environmental  deterioration  have 
been  noted -and  politicians,  the 
public,  and  students  are  in  full  cry 
against  them -maybe  it’s  time  to 
think  more  and  talk  less,  they 
feel. 

Several  scientists  have  sought 
lately  to  assure  us  that  the  earth’s 
oxygen  supply  isn’t  really 
endangered  because  of  air  and 
water  pollution,  and  that  “the 
point  of  no  return”  has  not  been 
passed. 

Dr.  S.  Fred  Singer,  Chairman  of 
the  American  Geophysical 
Union’s  Environmental  Quality 
Committee,  wrote  recently  that 
“we  should  be  careful  not  to  cry 
‘wolf’  needlessly  or  too  often  ” 

“Scientific  credibility  can  easily 
be  lost  by  exaggerated  claims  and 
extravagant  statements,”  Singer 
said.  “We  need  to  provide  a voice 
of  reason,  not  just  of  alarm.  As 
scientists,  we  have  the 
responsibility  to  speak  up,  but  we 
also  must  know  when  to  stop 
talking.” 

Dr.  Philip  Handler^  President  of 
the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences,  is  another  who  feels  the 
time  has  come  to  unwhoop  it  up  a 
bit. 

“The  current  wave  of  public 


concern  has  been  aroused  in  large 
measure  by  scientists  who  have 
occasionally  exaggerated  the 
all-too-genuine  deterioration  of 
the  environment,”  he  said 
recently. 

Their  way  of  calling  attention 
to  environmental  problems, 
Handler  said,  “has  turned  much  of 
the  general  public,  many 
decision-makers,  and  a yet  larger 
fraction  of  our  youth  against 
science.” 

Arab -Israeli 
terms  harden 

President  Anwar  Sadat  warned 
Monday  Egypt  would  agree  to 
only  one  extension  of  the  Middle 
East  cease-fire  and  then  only  on 
condition  that  genuine  political 
contacts  toward  a peace 
settlement  are  made.  Foreign 
Minister  Mahmoud  Riad  said  the 
current  cease-fire  arrangements  no 
longer  existed. 

The  Israelis  also  hardened  their 
political  line  in  preparation  for 
the  Middle  East  debate  in  the 
U.N.  General  Assembly  demanded 
by  Egypt.  The  cabinet,  meeting  in 
Jerusalem,  said  Israel  will 
continue  to  observe  the  cease-fire 
“on  the  basis  of  reciprocity”  but 
would  not  take  part  in  peace  talks 
until  Egyptian  missiles  allegedly 
introduced  in  the  Suez  Canal 
standstill  zone  since  the  Aug.  7 
truce  have  been  withdrawn.

Hunters  warned 
on  qualifications

Seeing  that  the  deer  season  is 
once  again  upon  us,  and  the' 
number  of  hunters  flocking  to  the 
woods  to  try  for  the  coveted 
prize,  a presentable  and  mantle 
worthy  rack,  are  urged  by  the 
Utah  Fish  and  Game  Department 
that  hunting  regulations  will  be 
strictly  enforced  this  year. 

According  to  LaVar  Ware, 
Central  Region  Supervisor  of  Utah 
Fish  and  Game,  hunters  in  the 
past  have  been  obtaining  Utah 
residence  licenses  and  are  not 
qualified  residents  of  Utah.  Thus 
they  face  possible  court  action 
and  a fine. 

The  Fish  and  Game  regulations 
for  a Utah  residence  license  are 
clearly  stated.  First,  the  applicant 
must  have  resided  in  the  state  of 
Utah  for  60  days  prior  to 
obtaining  his  of  her  license. 
Second,  the  applicant  must  not 
have  in  his  or  her  possession  a 
license  from  another  state  at  the 
time  of  application  for  a Utah 
residence  license.  Third,  the 
applicant  must  have  the  “intent” 
to  become  a resident  of  Utah. 

Failure  to  meet  these 
qualifications,  and  applying  for  a 
Utah  residence  license  under  false 
pretences  constitutes  fraud,  and 
can  result  in  possible  court  action.

Tutors  to 
aid  needy

Sanctioned  by  Walter  D.  Talbot, 
Utah  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  a new  program 
entitled  “ASBYU-Provo  School 
District  Tutoring  Program”  is 
being  launched  today. 

This  new  program  wiH  involve 
90  BYU  students  who  will  teach 
and  talk  to  30  students  from  each 
of  three  schools  in  Provo:  Farrer 
Jr.  High,  Dixon  Jr.  High,  and 
Provo  High  School.
